ence; he must take it as a medicine. 
The quantity is increased until we have 
known 80 glasses per day to be taken. 
A part of the benefit derived is be­ 
cause of the rest and change of sceua 
A part, perhaps, is from the small 
quantity of the salts aud oth< r base* 
contained in these waters (wo are not 
speaking of cathartic or chalybeate wn- 
ters), but the benefit from this source is 
very slight. The secret of the cure is in 
the quantity of water taken. If the wa­ 
ter bf- pure, free from organic matter, 
and taken in sufficient quantity, the re­ 
sults w ill be substantially the same, re­ 
gardless of tho “ traces” of litbia and 
small quantities of sodium chloride and 
other salts. 
You can perform these 
cures at homo with th© ordinary drink­ 
ing water, if of good quality, if you
